What Is FIRST? 


FIRST is a 501 (c)3 non-profit organization whose mission is to generate an interest in science and engineering | 
among today’s youth. Currently, FIRST primary means of accomplishing this goal is through it’s annual robot compe- 
titions, which began in 1992. 


FIRST Competition Information 


The FIRST Competition is a national engineering contest which immerses high school students in the exciting 
world of engineering. Teaming up with engineers from businesses and universities, students get a hands-on, inside 
look at the engineering profession. In six intense weeks, students and engineers work together to brainstorm, design. 
construct and test their “champion robot". With only six weeks, all jobs are critical path. The teams then compete ina 
spirited, no-holds-barred tournament complete with referees, cheerleaders and time clocks. 

The partnerships developed between schools, and universities provide an exchange of resources and talent, high 
lighting mutual needs, building cooperation, and exposing students to new career choices. The result is a run exciting 
and stimulating environment in which all participants discover the important connection between classroom lessons 
and real world applications. 

Each year, the Competition is different, so returning teams always have a new challenge to look forward to. How- 
ever, the details are kept secret until the unveiling at the KicK-Off workshop. This provides a high level of excitemen! 
as everyone sees the new challenge for the first time and ideas immediately begin forming in people's minds.

What is it? 


The FIRST Competition - is a vehicle for achieving the FIRST Foundation Vision. 


The mission of the FIRST Robotics Competition is to inspire curiosity and create 
interest in science and mathematics among today’s youth by immersing them in the 
world of engineering and showing the important connection between classroom lessons 
and real-world applications. To date, FIRST is best known for its annual robotic 
competition known as in FIRST lingo as “The Competition", in which corporations or 
universities team up with a high school in a high tech sporting event which pits 
gladiator robots designed in just six weeks by teams of students and corporate engineers 
and other corporate professionals. The responsibility of corporations in the competition 
is not to teach science and technology, but rather to inspire kids to pursue careers in 
science or technology. AND ITS FUN! 


What are the goals of this program? 


To expose middle and high school students to engineers and the engineeriñg profession. 


Most students that age have majot misconceptions about what engineers are like and 
what engineers do on a daily basis. Our goal is to introduce then to engineers and show 
them that what they do is not only vital to our country; but also can be fun. 


To create an environment that makes “heroes” out of engineers and scientists. » 


Most students look to professional sports heroes as role models. Those people have little 
to do with our standard of living; the real value add'in-our society comes from scientists 
and engineers. The environment created by this program incorporates many of the same 
appealing aspects of the world of sports (finite winners/losers, referees, practice, the 
game itself, etc..) the result is excitement for the field of engineering.
